CASE DISPOSED OF IN COURT. 


Mr. Orqwiord Granted a Divorce and the 
Charges Against Sir Charles Dilke Dismissed 
~Damaging Evidence—Workingmen’s Riot 
at Leicester—A Socialist Deputation Calls 
2 Mr. Gladstone The Balkans Foreign 

ews. 


LONDON, February 12.—The trial of the di- 
voree cage of Mr. Donald Crawford against 
his wife, in which Sir Charles Dilke is a co- 
respondent, was begun to-day. Great inter- 
est is felt in the case, and the court-room was 
crowded when it was called. Sir Charles 
Dilke arrived early, and took his seat in the 
court-room without being recognized by most 
ofthe people in attendance. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, president of the local government board, 
and many gentlemen prominent in official and 
social life, were present. The case being an- 
nounced, the petitioner’s counsel stated 
that the first intimation his client 
had of his wife’s. unfaithfulness was 
on the receipt of several anonymous 
letters, the writer of which warned Mr. Oraw- 
ford to beware of the member from Ohel- 
sea, Sig Oharles Dilke. Mr. Crawford 
thereupon made an investigation into his 
wife’s habits and found that she had been cor- 
responding with one Capt. Forster. This 
Offense he had condoned. Receiving further 
anonymous letters, Mr. Crawford taxed his 
wife with infidelity. She admitted her guilt 
and made a full confession. She said she had 
slept two nights in the same bed with Sir 
Charles Dilke. His attentions to her, she said, 
had commenced directly after her marriage. 
He professed to admire her because of her re- 
semblance to her mother. 

BLAMES HER MOTHER. 

The wife of the petitioner had attributed 
the anonymous letters to the vindictiveness of 
her mother. The petitioner’s case rested 
solely on the wife’s confession. The servants 
of Mrs. Crawford’s household, counsel said, 
would give evidence showing that their mis- 
tress had been absent from home on the night 
she stated she had slept with Sir Charles Dilke. 

MR. CRAWFORD ON THE STAND. 

The petitioner, Mr. Crawford, was called to 
the witness stand, and gave testimony sup- 
porting the statements of his counsel. Mr. 
Crawford said he had been startled by his 
wife asking him if he would forgive herif she 
had been unfaithful to him. His wife’s sis- 
ters had been shown the anonymous letters 
and had agreed thatthey were in the hand- 
writing of their mother. In her confession, 
the witness said, Mrs. Crawford had declared 
that Sir Charles Dilke had compelled her to 
enter into a bed with Fanny, his mistress, 
Sir Charles himself lying beside them. He 
taught her every form of vice. He then told 
her again how much she was like her mother. 

THE DIVORCE GRANTED. 

Counsel for the petitioner submitted the 
evidence against Mrs.Crawford, but submitted 
none against Sir Charles Dilke. The court 
granted Mr. Crawford a divorce from his wife, 
and dismissed the charges against Sir Charies 
Duke. r anes — — 

RIOT AT LEICESTER. * 

The striking operators in the hosiery facto 
in Leicester renewed their riotous demon- 
strations to-day, They attacked and sacked 
several houses. The police frequently charged 
the strikers during the day, and in each in- 
stance were resisted, many of the police- 
men beinginjured. The authorities, alarmed 
at the aggressiveness of the strikers, and see- 
ing that the regular police force was inade- 
quate to cope with the disorderly elements, 
have ordered the appointment of special po- 
licemen, and a number of citizens are now 
being sworn in as such officers. 

DEMANDS OF THE SOCIALISTS. 

Burns, Hyndman, Champion, Watts and 
Williams, the Socialist leaders, who managed 
the Trafalgar square meeting last Monday, 
called in a body to-day, at Mr. Glad- 
stone’s official residence in Downing 
street, for the purpose of obtaining 
an interview with that gentleman. Mr. Glad- 
stone was absent at the time of the visit and 
his secretary received the callers. The 
Socialists stated that the object of 
their visit was to obtain from Mr.

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GOLD CONTRACTS. 

The Philadelphia Record is informed that 
many business men in that city, antici- 
pating the fall of the legal-tender silver 
dollar below par in the near future, are 


now considering the propriety of inserting 
a specific gold-payment provision in such 
of their contracts as have any consider- 
able length of time to run. But suppose 
they do combine to discredit and proscribe 
the silver dollar in this way, what will 
they gain by it? 

Once before when the merchants and 
money-changers had shipped nearly all 
of the gold coin out of the country, be- 
cause it was worth more abroad in the 
melting-pot than it was worth here as 
money, it became a very common thing to 
make contracts payable in gold coin. The 
result was that Congress very effectually 
destroyed the premium on gold by reduc- 
ing the pure gold in the gold dollar from 
24,75 grains to 23.2, and the gold contracts 
thus became payable in gold dollars that 
were soon worth less at the melting pot 
than silver dollars. The older and heavier 
gold coins were made a legal tender at a 
fixed price per pennyweight, and the gold 
contract creditors had to take either the 
new coins at par or theold ones at the new 
valuation and allow for the premium on 
them. Have these Philadelphia business 
men 80 soon forgotten how the United 
States Supreme Court declared ante-bel- 
lum gold contracts payable in depreciated 
greenbacks after the war began? 

At present, with a smaller proportion of 
silver to gold than any of the leading com- 
mercial countries except Great Britain, 
with only one-third of thesilver per capita 
that France carries, and making our 
silver unit weigh sixteen times as much 
as our gold unit, while other nations 
allow only fifteen and one-half of 
silver to one of gold, we have three 
kinds of legal-tender dollars, all cur- 
rent at par and exchangeable for each 
other. If Eastern business men are not 
satisfied with this situation—if they wil- 
fully and aggressively disturb the acqui- 
escence of the country in the existing 
currency adjustment—the moment they 
put a premium on our gold coin they may 
see Congress knocking the premium off 
and stopping the outflow by the simple 
expedient of providing for the conversion 
of all our gold dollars into new and cheap- 
er ones of precisely the same bullion value 
as the silver dollars. 

Wicked as such legislation may seem, 
from the money-lender’s theory of public 
faith and national honor, just such legis- 
lation was enacted in 1834, and that by the 
advocates of a gold currency. 


REVISED CRITICISM, 

CAMPBELL and RoaGers, the English 
poets, have often been compared and 
contrasted by critics, but recent develop- 
ments may require a revision of former 
decisions as to their relative rank and 
merits.

a more majestic movement, we detect in 
the othera more fluent circulation. The 
fancy of CAMPBELL roamed in quest of 
flowery banks, nibbling sheep and rustic 
pipes, while ROGERS reveled in dreams of 
national banks, nibbling statesmeſ and 
Havana cigars; while the former was 
rapt with the verdure and beauty of Par- 
nassus, the latter made diligent inqui- 
ries as to the fertility and productiveness 
of the soil as he ascended the slope. Lit- 
erary criticism, like scientific discovery, 
progresses steadily toward perfection, and 
is more discerning and judicial to-day 
than ever before. For this reason it is to 
be expected that some popular theories as 
to the comparative excellences of Ros- 
ERS and CAMPBELL will have to be amend- 
ed and restated.

New York custom-House Officers Worried 
Over the New Treasury Order. 

NEw Yor«K, February 12.—The Herald this 
morning says: The more the custom-house 
officials ponder overthe new treasury order 
exempting cartons from duty—necessitated 
by the decision of the supreme court—the 
more they are appalled at the far-reaching 
eonsequences of the new interpretation of the 
institute, and the more firmly are they per- 
suaded that while in law the supreme court's 
finding may be all right, in equity it is dead 
wrong. In October last, the United States cir- 
euit court decided the test suit in favor of the 
government, and the reversal ofthis decision 
by the supreme court was entirely unex- 
pected. Ali customs officers unite in 
declaring that unless congress acth 
promptly inamending the present law, there 
will be confusion worse confounded. 

‘(How shall the appraisor ascertain the 
dutiable value of the naked goods themselves 
—silk ribbons, say—Whieh are put up in car- 
tons especially to enhance their market 
value?“ asked an official. ‘*A tricky importer 
can swell the item of cost by packing, while 
he lessens the ostensible costof the naked 
merchandise. He makes the balance all right 
as far as his own ledger is concerned, but he 
places a serious obstacle in the way of the ap- 
praisor. Some goods, for instance, are worth 
less than what they are kedin. An invoice 
of $11,000 worth of shoe biacking has just been 
liquidated at about 4, 000 under this decision. 
Ishould not be surprised if the loss on the 
custom house at the rt, caused by this de- 
cision, amounts to ,000,000. Appraisor of 
the Port McMullen. who has been thirty years 
inthe service and ought to know, estimates 
that it will be at least 515,000, 000. 

REFUNDING TO IMPORTERS. 

Naval Officer Burt yesterday received from 
Washington a note from Assistant Secretary 
Fairchild requesting him to make an estimate 
of the amount required to refund to importers 
the duties which have been exacted at the New 
York custom-house on cartons since the law 
of March 3, 1883, went into effect, and also to 
give an approximation of the decrease in the 
annual collections at this custom-house which 
will result from the new order.

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THE BRICK FORTRESSES MAINTAINED IN 
FRONT OF NEW BUILDINGS. 


What the Ordinance Provides For—The Laws 
Taq Lax and Too Much in Favor of Builders 
—fiensible Expressions from Street Commis- 
sioner Turner—Making the Public Pay for 
That Which Should Be Sustained by Private 
Parties-The Mayor’s Views, 


There is @ neat pile of fire-clay pipe on 
Broadway, in front of the new building that 
replaced the Golen Eagle clothing store, cor · 
ner of Pine street, This pile hag been stand- 
ing for several weeks past, Previous to ita 
erection there were large pieces of building 
stone on the spot, and still earlier a huge 
cube of old brick. For a year or more the 
street at that point has been taken up with 
building material, to the obstruction of traffic 
and the annoyance of pedestrians, 

On the south side of Olive street, between 
Eleventh and Twelfth, there was, 
until a short time ago, a 
big pile of brick that once 
constituted the walls ofa tenement row. This 


pile of brick was built out in the street to 
within one foot of the street cars that passed it 
every minute. For months the sidewalk be- 
tween it and the building in course of erection 
was impassable to foot travelers. These 
obstructions endured for so longa time that 
1 seemed as if they must have taken root 

ere. 

Un Sixth street, near Chestnut, and between 
Chestnutand Pine there isa brick pile as 
formidable as the foundation of a light-house. 


OBSTRUOTS TRAVEL 
and defaces the street. It will probably re- 
main until the new building behind it is nearly 
completed. | 

There is scarcely @ street in the city that has 
not its — eho obstruction, blocking-up 
trafic, hemming into a narrow danger-line the 
pedestrians who pass, and defeating for 
months at a time the very purpose of a street. 
The Gould building on the northwest corner of 
Sixth and Locust streets, ever since the addi- 
tion to it Was begun, has been surrounded by 
building material to the detriment of travel. 
The buildings now going up on Olive street 
are Nane the sidewalks and street. New 
buildings all along the down-town thorough- 
fares fill the street in front of them for an ün- 
endurabie length of time. The evil has grown 
to euch dimensions that it is time to call a halt 
on it. 

The cause ot it all seems to be the want of 
sulliciently well-defined building laws. The 
ordinance governing the occupation of streets 
in this manner is as follows: 

THB ORDINANCE, 

Hereafter whenever it is necessary to oc- 
cupy any potwon of a sidewalk or public 
street within the district bounded north by 
the north line of Oass avenue, west by the 
west line of Nineteenth street, Eighteenth 
street, Tayon avenue and Second Carondelet 
avenue, south by the soutu line of Geyer ave- 
nue, Emmet strect and Lesperance street, east 
by the river, or to occupy a portion of Caron- 
deletavenue from Emmet street to Arsenal 
street, or Broadway from Cass avenue to 
Bremen avenue with building materials for the 
purpose of constructing a new building, or 
while removing, altering or repairing an 
old one, the owner of any auch build- 
ing, or the contractor or builder doing 
such work shail keep a safe and sub- 
substantial passageway for pedestrians, one- 
half the width of the sidewalk, along the en- 
tire front ofsuch building, atall times open 
and free from all obstructions, and no builder 
or contractor shall occupy witn building ma 
terial, while constructing, removing, altering 
or repairing any building witain the above 
district, more than ten feet of the street meas- 
ured perpendicularly from the curb line, and 
then only along the front of such building or 
property, except that the street in tront of the 
adjacent lots may be occupied fora width of 
ten feet provided the owner or owners of 
such lots, or the householder thereof grants 
his or their perraission so to do, nor shall any 
building material be placed nearer than two 
feet from the nearest outer rail of a street rail - 
road track. 

This gives the builder practical control of 
the street for any length of time he chooses to 
occupy it. 

THE STREET COMMISSIONER'S VIEWS. 

The trouble seems to be, said Street Com- 
missioner Turner this morning, ‘‘with the law. 
There should be more legislation on this sub- 
ect. Atitis now, the building laws are very 
ax, and contractors and builders have things 
28 much their oon way. The brick which 

taken from the old building they stack up in 
front of the ground on which ehey are to build, 
and, placing it in the category of building ma- 
terial, allow remain standing until 
the buildin they are at work upon 
has been most completed. Then the 
old brick is used in the last story. 
and only disappears entirely when the build- 
ing has been completed. Now this is a viola- 
tion of the sense of the building law which 
— a space for building material. 

here could not be so much ob- 
jection to the occupation of the 
street with new building material, as new 
material is consumed almost as rapidly as it 
is laid down, but with this old brick, which 
the builders claim is building material, there 
is na reason why it should be allowed to take 
up space on the street. 

THE LAWS NOT STRICT ENOUGH. 

The building laws are not strict enough 
fora gity as large “a St. Louis,’’ continued 
Gen. Turner, ‘‘andthey should be changed 
very materially. There is no necessity for 
the occupation ofastreet with building ma- 
terial, as this material could be stored else- 
where if the contractors were made to pay the 
expense of it. The building laws are more 
severe now than they used to be, and the 
builders and contractors have no trouble in 
living up to them now. They would have no 
ae in living up to them if they were 
changed. I have had excavators say that they 
ecouldn’t do their work if they had not the 
right tothe street. Well, they can pay for 
hoisting excavated earth or taki it out of 
alleys, or other methods of removing it. 

What is your position with regard to the 
occupation of sidewalks?’’ 

maintain now and I always have main- 
tained that a sidewalk should under no con- 
sideration be blocked up for a minute. The 
law does not admit of the taking up of a side- 
walk except where a speciai permit is given by 
the executive. In respect of this building on

THE HUNTER’S YARN. 


The Hibernating Habits of the Ground 
Hog and the Bear. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

SHOHOLA, PA., February 11.—‘‘I have only 
heard of one bear that made its appearance in 
this county on ground hog’s day,’’ said one 
of the old residents of this part of the county, 
‘fand he woke up and crawled out down in 
Delaware township. Ground hog day comes 
on the 2d of February, and you can’t finda 
woodsman in the whole Delaware valley who 
don’t believe sacredly that on that day ground 
hogs and bears wake up from their long win- 
ter sleep and come out of their holes or dens 
to take a look around. If the gun shines, so 
that they can see their shadows, they lose no 
time in getting right back to their winter 
quarters, turn in and go to sleep again for six 
weeks longer. If it's cloudy and they can’t 
see their shadows they don't return to their 
winter lodging places, but go to work at once 
to make arrangements for the spring and 
summer campaign. If the sun shines, 
according to this ancient backwoods 
superstition, the ground hog and the bear 
know that there will be six weeks more of 
tough winter weather, and they go back out 
of ite way. But a cloudy day is a sure indica. 
tion that the backbone of winter is broken 
and that there is no use of being golicitious 
about the kind of weather we will have for the 
rest of the season. Last ground hog day was 
asunny day. A blind ground hog might have 
seen his shadow, so I srppose we may look 
for six weeks more of blizzards and zero 
weather, The bear that came out, down in 
Delaware township, as I was telling you 
might better have remained in ignorance of 
the state of the weather that day for

Infrequency of the Dread Disease Up to the 
Present Time—Only Two Cases Recalled in 
St. Louis—Plenty of Mad Dogs, but a Scarcity 
of Hydrophobia—The Newark Children as 
Missionaries of a Terrible Creed. 


Hydrophobia will be as popular in ten years 
as are now some diseases which were abso- 
lutely unknown a decade ago. 

Before gynecology became the elaborate 
science that it is at present, female complaints 
were few; now they are almost without num- 
ber. 

With the invention ofanew name for every 
fresh twinge, and the application of a Latin 
polysyllable to every new pain that manifests 
itselfinthe human system, the reaches of 
human suffering deepen and the chances of 
getting through life diminish. 

The new name means a new disease, and 
like anything else, all you have to do is to ad- 
vertise it and let the public know where it is, 
to make the demand for it large and steady. 

There is a regular course of doctoring now 
for malaria, and medicines are prepared for 
it that have names hard enough to knock a 
man down in the street inopen daylight and 
rob him of everything of value that he’s got 
about his person. 

A few years ago this same condition of the 
system, which was known then by some un- 
picturesque, commonplace title, was doctored 
very successfully with a drink of whisky. 

Common colds now frighten people into 
their graves by attacking them In the guise of 
masked orthographic scoundrels, and a red 
nose is twisted out of its monosyllabic inno- 
cence into a glowing chunk of foreign litera- 
ture that simply amazes everybody who looks 
at it. 

Hydrophobia gets a boom by its redis- 
covery, 

As a disease, it was such a stranger to the 


human race that 999 out of every 1,000 doctors 
treated it with disrespect and declared it a 
sham, while the solitary Zisculapian who be- 
lieved in its genuineness said there was so 
mighty little of it that it was hardly worth 
more than more dictionary room im any 
healer's medicine case. 

Physicians of ability said it was only a hys- 
terical manifestation of shattered nerves—a 
form of malignant N that ravaged the 
senses and ended life in miserable torture. 

Pasteur thought different. 

The French scientist is the Buck Fanshaw of 
modern pathology. 

Buck, according to his friend and eulogist, 
Scotty Briggs, suppressed riots before they 
began; Pasteur suppresses diseases in per- 
sons who have no diseases of the kind he aims 
to ouppress. 

And heis, of course, more successful than 
the physician who tries to suppress a disease 
that bas already fastened its fangs on a vie- 
tim. 

Pasteur's business is not that of healing. 
Exorcism is his great hold, He is a demon- 
chaser—a caster out of devils. 

Well, atany rate, he rediscovered hydro 

hobia by discovering a means of preventing 
fydrophodia, and his discovery was a boom 
for the mad dog. 

Rabies ran riot for a while, and there was to 
all appearances danger of an epidemic of 
water-fearing and foam-chewing in both hem- 
ispheres.

Pasteur to be inoculated against the chances of 
going mad. 

He had dozens of subjects in France, and 
four little children who were bitten in Newark, 
N. J., were sent over to Paris to be treated. 
Three of these are now showing themselyes in 
dime museums, and are the real aposties of 
the hydrophobia creed in this country. 

Wherever they go hydrophobia is explained 
and the manner of inoculating ip the Pasteur 
treatment is illustrated. 

When O'Donnell tried to exhibit his Chinese 
lepers in this country, the government inter- 
fered, and said the show would tend to breed 
and disseminate leprosy ; but nobody seems to 
object to the Newark children, though they 
are the missionaries of anew gospel of nervous

The answer then proceeds to state at length 
certain rules of the house which are not ma- 
terial to the issue, and it concludes with a re- 
cital of what took place the night of January 
29, viewed from the standpointof Mr. Fox.This 
adds nothing to the force of the specific 
denial of the material parts of the return. The 
motion to strike out should be sustained, be- 
cause the allegations are superfluous and un- 
necessary. a 

The crucial question arising on the return 
is, Whether the resolution to adjourn to Feb- 
ruary 2 had been duly adopted before 
the election of Mr. Alt took place. If the house 
had been duly adjourned prior to such elec- 
tion, all other issues at this time are imma- 
terial. On the other hand, if it had not been 
adjourned legally, and the speaker wrongfully 
abandoned his post of duty, it seems clear that 
the house had power to supply his place.

THE POLISH EXPULSION. 


“ A Mass Meeting of Polish Citizens in Chicago 
Arrange for a Demonstration. 

CHICAGO, ILL., February 12.—A mass meet- 
ing of Polish citizens was held last evening in 
this city, the object of which was to protest 
against the recent edict of Bismarck expelling 
the Poles from Prussian Poland. Speeches 
were made in German and Polish, the speakers 
indulging in fierce denunciation of the German 


chancellor and Kaiser William government. 
They expatiated upon the wrongs of the toil- 
ing masses, and concluded with arraigning 
two of the local — German newspapers for 
upholding Bismarck’s scheme. After the 
orators had finished, the following preamble 
and resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, The decree of Bismarck against the 
Poles is the most barbaric infamy of any 
despot and tyrant of modern times, and 

hereas, The outrage against the Poles 
cannot be looked upon as being directed 
against the much oppressed descendants of 
stolen Poland, but as one against the human 
family, of which ali nationalities are alike 
members. Therefore be it 

Resolved, That alarge demonstration be 
held to raise an effective protest against the 
banishment of the Polish people from their 
homes; and that all people of this city, re- 
A of nationality, be invited to take part 

the demonstration. 

A committee to arrange for the proposed 
demonstration was appointed.

SANTA Fr, N. M., February 12.—Ad¥ices 
have been recelved from Fort Bowie, Ariz., at 
the military headquarters here, to the effect 
that Gen. Crook leaves there to-day to meet 
Chief Geromino at the Mexican line and con- 
fer concerning the surrender of the Apaches 
now on the war-path.

Gen. Crook thinks this sys- 
tem will prevent an outbreak in the spring.

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A MYSTERIOUS CASE, INVOLVING THE BIRTH 
AND DISAPPEARANCE OF AN INFANT. 


The Wife of Conductor C. T. Hogan of Jersey 
City Attended at Childbirth by a Strange 


Physician, Who Disappears with the New- 
Born Babe—Unsuccessful Efforts to Find Dr. 


Sayre. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsraron. 
New Yor«,February 12.—A mysterious case, 

involving the birth, disappearance and possi- 

ble murder of afi infant, is being investigated 
in Jersey City. On Friday the wife of Con- 
ductor O. T. Hogan of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, who lives at 668 Jersey avenue, gave 
birth to achild, being attended by a physi- 
cian whom she did not know and who can’t 
be found. The doctor left the house while the 
woman was unconscious, taking the child, 
which he had wrapped up, and leaving within 
her reach onthe bed, a small package. This 
little package according to the detectives and 
the mother-in-law ofMrs. Hogan, who was 
not present when the doctor was there, con- 
tained alock of golden hair about two inches 
long. These points are admitted by every 
one concerned, but since the supposed doctor 
left, no trace of him or the new-born child has 
been discovered. A strange part of the affair 
is that. achild, who does errands for Mrs. 

Hogan, was in the house at the time but didn’t 

see or hear the man in the house. Hogan ar- 

rived at the house soon after the child was 
born, and found his wife suffering great 
agony andthe family ductor, Dr. Holcombe, 
who was only two doors away, was sum- 
moned. When Mrs. Hogan was made comfor- 
table she told 

THE FOLLOWING STORY: 

About 6:15 p. m. on Friday she leaned out of 
the front window or ner apartments, and call- 
ing to astrange boy who was passing asked 
him to request Dr. Almern J. Holcombe, or 
the nearest doctor. Dr. Holcombe had already 
been engaged to attend Mrs. Hogan. The boy 
did not return but in his stead came a strange 
man who said he was a physician. He attend - 
ed Mrs. Hogan during her illness and then 
disappeared. 

When Conductor Hogan, as was his custom, 
reached the Pennsylvania depot shortly after 
6 o’clock he was handed this telegram: ‘‘To 
Mr. Hogan: Your wife is very low. The child 

dead. A. L. SAYRE, M. D.’’ 

There is no such name in the Hudson county 
directory, nor is Dr. Sayre known to the med- 
ical profession in Jersey City; but there is a 
well-known Dr. Sayre in this city who is not 
the man. The police claim in their report that 
the telegram is in the handwriting of Mrs. 
Hogan. Hogan hurried to his home and found 
his wife in the condition stated. The little 
servant-girl declares that she was sent to the 
telegraph office on Pavonia avenue by Mrs. 
Hogan with the dispatch, and that she was in 
the house all the evening until that time. She 
saw no man there but heard Mrs. Hogan say: 
Good night, doctor. When Hogan dis- 
covered the state of affairs, he telegraphed for 
his mother, who lives in New York, and went 
at once for Dr. Holcombe, whom he had 
passed on the way home. That doctor re- 
sponded at once, and his story is best told in 
his own language. 

‘‘Tl was 0 to attend Mrs. Hogan, he 
said last night, and had made several calls 
upon her, but did not expect her to give birth 
to the child until the latter part of this month. 
On Friday I met Mr. Hogan and afterward 
went tothe Palma club. About 9:30 that night 
Mr. Hogan called and asked me to go to the 
ho use immediately, and I went, and on enter - 
ing the room detected a smell of ether. I 
found Mrs. Hogan in a ve bad state, and 
when I inguir for her child was informed 
that no one knew ofits whereabouts. I said: 
‘It must be here; look under the bed and in 
the sink.’ The patient, at the time I entered, 
appeared to me to be partially under the in- 
fluence of ether or chloroform and answered 
me vaguely when spoken to.

Dr. Holcombe further said that when he 
questioned Mrs.Hogan she told him the doctor 
had written the telegram and instructed her 
to send it at once to her husband, ask- 
ing her copy it, which she did. 
He reported the facts of the case 80 
far as they were made known to him to the 
county physician, who in turn called upon 
the police. They proceeded u to look 
for the boy, posting this notice in the public 
book at police headquarters: ‘‘Will the boy 
who went for adoctorfor a lady on Jersey 
avenue call upon the chief of police?’’ 

: is had, up to a late hour last night, been 
roductive of no result. Chief Murphy de- 
led Detective Doyle to work up the case, 

but if all they say be strictly true, they have 
discovered absolutely nothing that would 
furnish the slightest clue to a solution of the 
mystery. They were permitted to know all the 
facts stated above, and were shown a lock of 
hair such as that described, inclosed in a gold 
locket, and which Mrs. Hogan says is the hair 
of her missing baby. They proitess to be as 
profoundly impressed with the mystery of the 
case as a one else. 

When the Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
knocked at the door of the Hogan flat, a pretty 
child of perhaps 8 years of age opened it. 
Asking for Mrs. Hogan, a tall woman with 
gray hair came fofward and invited the re- 
porter into the kitchen, where the child had 
resumed her supper. The lady, who said she 
was Mrs. Hogan’s mother-in-law, listened 
eek oe oe reporter, and excusing herself, 
retired to consult with her daughter-in-law in 
bed in an adjoining room.

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LONDON MOBS. 


THE RIOTS WHICH HAVE OCCURRED IN THE 
BRITISH METROPOLIS. 


The Character of English Mobs—Riotous Dem- 
onstrations During the Past Century anda 
Half—The Gordon Troubles—The Chartist 
Movements. 


The riotous scenes and demonstrations 
which have been taking place for the past few 
days in London possess the characteristics of 
all London mob gatherings. The city has 
been tne scene of several uprisings and out- 
breakings of the lower classes which have 
resulted in the sacking and burning of stores, 
clubs and dwellings and the loss of life. The 
London mob has always been ready to jump 
at a moment’s notice to join in demonstration, 
fun, or a fight. It is usually a good-natured 
mob, most of its members joining 
in as a diversion and indulging 
in horse-play and rough fun until 
some accident, some blow or an attempt at 
resistance on the partof the police changes 
the whole complexion of the affair, and blood- 
shed is the inevitable result. The rough and 
criminal element is so large in London that 
the slightest pretext calls out an army of men, 
women and chiidren intent on plunder, and 
ready to destroy for the sake of destroying. 
Old London was the scene of many a 
riot and head-breaking set-to between 
sheriffs and constables and mobs. The 
Spitalfield weavers were noted for 
their narrow heads and their willingness to 
risk them ina fighting demonstration against 
law and capital. But coming down to the last 
century and a half, there have been several 
terrible riots in London, which commenced 
just as the recent one did. In 1768 

THE WILKES RIOT 
took place, when Wilkes, who had returned 
from France with his head full of revolu- 
tionary ideas, attempted to run for parliament 
for the city and to take his seat. 
His imprisonment so irritated his fol- 
lowers that a mob of them gathered in 
the city and commenced smashing windows 
and sacking houses. Before the demonstra- 
tion was quieted six persons were killed and 


much damage had been effected. The upris- 
ing of the coal-heavers and seamen about the 
same time resulted in the killing of 
eighteen persons in an attack upon 
the house of an ale-house keeper 
named Green. Theriotof the last century, 
however, was the ‘Gordon riot, which broke 
out in 1780. Lord George Gordon was a mem- 
ber of parliament who was looked upon as 
little short of alunatic. He was a Protestant 
fanatic and opposed the passage of the act in 
favor of the Catholics. ® was a thorough 
demagogue and in his harangues 0 
the gener urged violence to obtain the 
repea of the act. The first 
large 11 demonstration on the subject 
was called by Gordon, at Coachmakers’ hall, 
where thousands of his sympatnizers as- 
sembled. Then another monster meeting was 
held in St. George's field. It was estimated 
that upwards of 60,000 persons gathered on 
the spot and each one was furnished by the 
leader with a blue cockade. The mob 
marched through the streets to the palace 
ard and filled the avenues to parliament.
